dear Friend. But wherein does this appear? Shake/pear, 
O: «ay, Fobnfon, Vanbragh and Congreve appear therein 
in ‘urn’ as ulual, nor has Pantomine ever attempted to 
difpoffefs them. If you, or any other Gentleman, has 
been refus’d Admittance, as Authors, why don’t you 
print your Pieces, and cal] upon the Publick to do you 
Juice ? Jam of Opinion, that two good Plays have not 
becn rejected, by any Management, in the Memory of 
Man; tho’ Tragedies are now become almoft a certain 
Lofs——and the Variety of Authors is to the full as 
blameable as the Pride of Managers, or the Capricioufnefs 
of Players.———If the Expence of the Stage is inhanc’d, 
what is it owing to, but the late Confufion cf the Com- 
panies, which has oblig’d the Patentees to give uncommon 
Prices to Performers? Befide the Advance and Rifque of 
prodigious Sums, to make out a Company at all. 

I believe it may be fafely and truly faid, that, had not 
the Theatre fallen into fach Hands, as were able and will- 
ing to be at this Charge, the whole Stage had foon Seen 
ruin’d, and Good Sen/e itlelf had hardly been able to re- 
fiore it again. 

But why will you and your Correfpondents level all 
your little Scandals at one Theatre only ? If Paxtomimes 
are abfurd, furely they are alike fo at all; and there is no 
one Entertainment, at either, without Blunders enough to 
keep the reft in Countenance.———If you muft needs be a 
Cenfor then, pray be impartial, I mean to the beft of your 
Underftanding, or elfe you will be every Way unfit for 
the Office. 

I am no Advocate for thefe Grotefque Things, but 
thus much may be faid in their Defence, that the old Plays 
are fo thoroughly worn out, and the new ones generally 
fo infipid and barren of Genius, that, without their Affut 
ance, the Theatre would be utterly undone. This is 

obvious to every Body, who has feen what Audiences are 
generally to be found there without them ; and even you, 
Mr. Prompter, could remark that the laft new Tragedy at 
Drury-Lane, Lucius Junius Brutus, was attended by no 
more than E/even in the Boxes: What is to be done then? 
Surely ‘tis better to let the Stage be fupported by thele, 
than not be fupported at all; and to tell a Manager they; 
are out of Tafte, will fignify nothing, unlefs you can pre- 
vail on the Adtors to play Gratis, till the Humour of the 
Town fhall take a new Turn in their Favour. As long as 
Entertainments don’t prefume to intrude into the Place of 
Plays, and are Baits to draw People to more rational A- 
mufements, I think they ought to be pardon’d: And, 
when we have again Authors able to drive them out by 
the Dint of Senfe and Spirit, they will be heard of no 
moe. The Fault, therefore, is no more in Managers, 
Players, or People, than in thofe very Authors who com- 
plain of them the moff, 

This, I apprehend, is a full Arfwer to the Ravings of 
your Friend Verax, and, 1 fuppofe, you don’t expeét any 
Notice of what you have added to it, fince by your own 
Confeflion, Common Senfe, had no Share in it, as being 
then out of Town.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Peterfburg, Fan. 4. 

HE Perfian Ambailador has frequent Conferences 

with our Minifters, and Meafures are taking to ter- 
minate the Affairs of his Negotiation, that he may be rea- 
dy to fet out for his Court, either by the latter End of 
this Month, or the Beginning of the next. We have re- 
ceiv'd Advice from Perfia, that the Turkifo General had 
found Means to throw a Reinforcement of 4000 Men into 
Babylon, with a great Quantity of Ammunition and Pro- 
vifions; that a Detachment of 15,000 Men, which he 
had order’d to file off towards Georgia, bad been repuls’d 
with great Lofs by the Perfans; that another Detachment 
of 10,000, which were to fupport them, feeing the Mif- 
fortune of the former, were return’d to the Ottoman 
Camp; that Thamas Kouli Kan continued his Conquelts 
not only in Georgia, but alfo in the Upper Armenia; that 
he had already fubdued four Provinces; and that he had 
alfo defeated fome Turkish Troops which endeavour'd to 
oppofe his Progrefs. 
Naples, Fan. 4. His Catholick Majelty being unwilling 
that the King his Son’s Expedition to Sici/y thould be any 
Charge to the Neapolitans, has fent him Bills of Exchange 
for 1,200,0¢0 Pittoles. 
Rome, Fan, 8. We hear with Surprize, that Prince 
Bartholomew Corfini, the Pope’s Nephew, who had been 
named to command in the Kingdom of Nap/es during the 
Ablfence of Don Carlos, had fince received Ordezs to at- 
tend that Prince into Sici/y, and that the Count de Charni 
was nam’d in his flead. It is believed here that the Court 
of Naples has only made this Change to relieve the Prince 
from the Neceflity which his Poft would have laid him 
under, of fending back his Holinefs’s Briefs unopen’d, 
fince the Neapolitan Court refules to accept them, under 
Pretence that the Court has not yet acknowledg’d Don Car- 
Jos as King of Naples and Sicily. But we have fomething 
here which difturbs us more; the Generals of the Allies 
have demanded of our Court to be furnifh’d with the fame 
Quantity of Forage that the Jmperialifis receive from the 
Ferrareze, and at the fame Price: The Pope and the Car- 
dinals are extremely uneafy at this Demand ; and it is no 
Wonder that his Holinefs continues very ill of the Gout.
